Colonel Beck May Be 
’ Poland’s Leader

| @ hres very often has an effect 
on history, When Marshal 
Pileudski recently passed away 
Poland was left without ils strong 
man“and dictator. Who can take 
his place, and who can carry on 
the heavy job handied so capably 
hy. tne late premier? Some of 
thore who celain: acquaintance 
with political affaivs point a 
knowing finger at Colonel Joseph 
Beck, now the: Foreign Minister 
of: Poland. 

Young as voliticians go (he’s 
just about forty), Cclone!l Beck 
p-avyed an important pert in the 
Ysudski rcign. Since 1926 he has 
been a trusted intimate of the old 
Marshal, and in 1930 he was ele- 
vated ta the post of Minister 
Wathout Portiolio, This has give 
him first-hand knowledge o 
state affairs. not only in his own 


“covmmtry. but around the inict- 


national ring as well. 


The Colonel is a tall, scholarly- 
looking man with thin, dark hair, 
which he wears slicked down on 
cone side. He was educated at the 
Polvtechnical Academy of Lwow 
and ct the Academy of Com- 
merce in Vienna. Very early dur- 
ing the war he enlisted in. the 
legions. behind Marshal Pilsud- 
ski who were envisioning inde- 
pendence for Poland. By 1918 he 
was active leader in the Polish 
army. 

After the Treaty of Versailles 
assured Poland of her place, Cal- 
onel Beck shifted from the mili- 
tary .o diplomacy, In 1919 he was 
sent on a special mission to Ru- 
mania, and in 1921 he represent- 
ed, his country in.the Polish- 
Lithuanian conference in Brus- 
sels,.The next year he was with 
‘the ‘Polish Embassy in Paris. 

Entering the Foreign Office as 
undersecretary in 1931, the.Cal- 
onel often acted for Foreign Min- 
ister Zaleski, and so obtained the 
experience which is now stand- 
ing him-in so-good stead..He was 
made Minister of Foreign Affairs 
in 1932, and all that has gone on 
between Poland and the Geneva 
conferences has been entirely in 
his hands for the past few years.

Wine Flavor 
Adds Spice to 
the Cooking 


By JUDITH WILSON 


N France and Italy, the great 

wine producing countries of 
the world, wine is as necessary in 
the kitchen as salt. No cook 
vould attempt tg prepare meat 
or fish, or a special dessert with- 
out using wine. In this country, 
however, the use of wines in the 
preparation of food is something 
new, but the idea has appealed 
to American housewives and the 
demand for good wine recipes is 
increasing. 

There is no need for the wine 
used in cookery to be expensive. 
It is the fruit flavor and the 
acids in the wine that make it so 
valuable for adding flavor and 
richness to foods. The amount of 
alcohol is immaterial, for it 
evaporates quickly during the 
cooking. 

If you have never tried wine 
in this way, begin with the 
humble pot roast that is inex- 
pensive, but rich and delicious 
wheu prepared in this way: 


Pot Reast with Vegetables 
and Wine Sauce 
Baked Stuffed Potatoes 
Buttered New Limas 
Salad of Mixed Field Greens 
Macedoine of Fruit 
Demi-Tasse 


Cream of Mushroom Soup 
Kidneys Saute 
Steamed Rice or Spaghetti 
Asparagus Parmesan 
Mixed Salad 
Ice Cream with Chocolate Sauce 
Coffee 


Have a five pound piece of beef 
well larded. Sear it on all sides 
in a heavy pot. When nicely 
browned add four small onions, 
peeled and sliced, and cook until 
golden brown then add four car- 
rots, scraped and cut into thick 
sections. If you have it, add a 
calve’s foot or veal bone to ihe 
pot. Now add one cup boiling 
water and one cup dry white 
wine such as sauterne. Add salt 
to taste, cover the pot and sim- 
mer slowly for about four hours. 
Look occasionally to see if there 
is enough liquid and if it has 
cooked low add water and wine 
in equal proportions. Immediate- 
ly before serving remove the 
meat and vegetables to a hot 
platter, then add a small wine- 
glass of port wine to the sauce 
and cook for five minutes. 

Kidney Saute 

This makes a gocd breakfast, 
lunch or supper entree when pre- 
pared at the table in a chafing 
dish. Melt a good sized piece of 
butter and add the desired num- 
ber of veal Kidneys cut in pieces 
about the size of walnuts. When 
well browned add a small glass of 
cognac and lisht it with a match. 
When the flame dies out add a 
good-sized eluss of Madeira or 
part wine. Season with salt and 
pepper and a shallot chapped 
fine. Cover and simmer for five 
minutes and serve on thin crisp 
slices of toast, on rice or but- 
tered spaghetti. 

Macedeitte of Fruit 

Make a syrup of two cups each 
of sugar and water, boiling about 
ten minutes. Remove from the 
fire, add twa tablespoons brandy 
and two tablespoons creme de 
menthe, creme de cocoa or any 
other Hqueur. Chill thoroughly. 
Cut into small but attractive 
shapes, bananas, fresh strawhber- 
ries, sections af orange, fresh or 
canned peaches atid pineapples.
